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MY LIFE WITH TAMBI 



I 


It was at three in the morning of 22nd June 1983 that 


Chilly Hawes of the October Gallery, London rang me in Bombay to 
inform me that Tambi was no more. 

So ended for me an association that had lasted over thirty 
years - years of marriage, separation, divorce, distance, tamo. ■ 
So much to remember - so much to forget. 

Ours was a relationship which continued after the break-up 
of our marriage and we exchanged letters right up to the end. 

In fact Tambi was planning a visit to India in connection with 
his literary projects when he djed. I felt him near me during 
all those long years and it was his encouragement and affection 
that sustained me and I think it was the same for him. 


It is consoling to remember his words that the years he spent 
with me were the happiest of his life.' 

I first encountered the name Tambimuttu in an article which

he wrote on the Qateirb Minar &£ Delhi in 1951. It was a very 
interesting article and I wondered who the author was with the 
unusual name which was some months later to be mine as well. 

It was on 26 June 1951 that I first met Tambi. Mrs Marjarie 
de M&I of Colombo, Ceylon was the catalyst who was unknowingly 
responsible for this. She had asked Tambi to meet my cousin 
Muhsin Tyabji when Tambi visited Bombay as she had been impressed 
by my family - the Tyabji cl an I Mrs de Mstl met various members 
of the family at Kihim, situated near Bombay. Kihim is a lovely 
place where family members have houses right on the beach, 
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surrounded by tall casurina and coconut trees. It is an idyllic 

Piece, quiet except for the swish of the trees, the murmur of the 

sea and the twittering of the birds. Tambi later wrote a musicil 

3X1 t on the family when we were in Kihim in 1952 in which we all 

took part and which caused a lot of amusement and comment among 
other family members.! 1 

To go back to my meeting with Tambi, Muhsin invited Tamfei for 
dinner and also invited me among others to meet him. I had just 
recovered from flu and was feeling gay at going out again. Since 
iambi was staying at the Astoria Hotel, near Churchgate - a stones 
throw from my parents flat at 1 Ravindra Mansion - M^sin collected 

Tambi also wrote an amusing song "Another llttle TyabJ1 „ set 

to^ the tune of .'The Oeshia Girl- which I sang. It runs like this: 
" I,m dellc i°us as a catalyst of verse 

Vl/hSn 1 arch hrows she scintillates and flows 
Though I likes my bread and butter 
I prefer my Tambimuttur 

Take me to a Broadway flutter drenched in furs 

I'm as noisy as Amina bahan's brat 

Tell me folks how can a Nishat girl help that 

I'm curvaceous, svelte and slinky 

Though extravagant ©» so ritzy 

And when I talk I lay down Rahat flat" 

(Nishat, meaning happiness is the name of our house in Kihim.). 
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us both in his car to take us to his flat for dinner. So I 

i 

first saw Tambi sitting quietly in the car wearing a black 
sherwani (Indian long coat) and was formally introduced to him. 

The only other Ceylonese I had met was Victor Dha^palla, settled 
in London. Tambi knew Victor well and told me the most fantastic 
stories which sounded like the Arabian Nights. Sitting in the 
drawing room at Muhsin's, Tambi talked chiefly to me and said that 
I looked like him, the shape of the face being similar. "You also 
look like Miriam de Saram, Brita de Mare and B e tti e Johnson." 

To find in one person three is what much have attracted him to me I 
I was unusually aminated and full of spirits that evening and 
quite fascinated by Tambi’s brilliant and racy conversation. I 
was wearing a white georgette sari with a velvets red piping border 
and a matching choli. Tambi looked very handsome and distinctive 
in his dark sherwani and almost shoulder length hair which was not 
the fashion in those days. 

After this encounter we met every day till out marriage on 
the 15th of July 1951, eighteen days after our first meeting. 

Tambi took me to various restaurants and swore that it was the 
Tandoori chicken that chiefly won me over! We honeymooned in 
Delhi, Rampur, Nainital and Srinagar, staying away nearly two months 
During our visit to Delhi we met the Prime Minister Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru. This was a great event for us. Tambi had an 
interview with him and I accompanied him. He waved to Tambi like 
a schoolboy when he saw him and said, "Come in, come in." He 
signed two photographs for us and Tambi gave him two poems which 
he had written on him for the 'Times of Ceylon’, which seemed to 
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please him. 

We met Pandit Nehru later in Kashmir at different functions 
including a dinner party at the famous Shalimar Gardens. The 
garden was lit up, the fountains were playing and looked like 
fairyland - an evening to remember. Pandit Nehru waved his hand 
to Tambi and it made his day. Pandit Nehru looked aloof and 
withdrawn at the parties in his honour. He told Tambi that Kashmir 
would be the safest place to stay in case of war which seemed 
rather strange to us. 

In Kashmir we were the guests of the Government so we met 
many interesting people. Among our friends was Gerald 
the novelist with whom Tambi drank beer at the Srinagar Club most 
evenings. Gerry told me that marrying an artist like Tambi was a 
tough undertaking as all artists including himself were impossible 
creatures and that I should look on him as a brother and seek his 
help if I needed it any time. 

We were taken round in a jeep by Captain Sharma whom Tambi 
met again in Delhi in 1982. We stayed in a luxurious houseboat 
on the Dal lake and Tambi took many photographs of the surroundings 
and of me at this time. Dr Karan Singh whose father had been the 
iaharajah of Kashmir invited Tambi for tea at his palace on the 
lake wki to discuss poetry while I waited nearby in a shikara on 
the lake in very picturesque surroundings. Tambi came back full 
of spirits and with poems which Dr Karan Singh had written. 

Dn our return to Bombay we stayed for a year with my parents 
Hadi and Ateka Tyabji^- We led a quiet life visiting relations 
and friends. Home life suited Tambi and he grew very attached to

my parents, especially to my mother whom he adored. Tambi 
composed poems, wrote articles for various papers and magazines, 
gave radio talks, collected material for an Indian anthology 
of verse and also started learning Sanskrit. Mrs Rao, who taught 
nim gave lessons while she was exercising on Marine Drive in 
ner tennis shorts and Tambi sometimes had to run to keep pace 
with her. It was a hilarious sight. She used to tell him, 

^ ou are a barbarian, you cannot pronounce the simplest words." 
During this time I met Yehudi and Diana Menuhin whom Tambi 
had known in London. At the concert in Bombay, Diana said 
loudly when she saw us, "Tambi what marvellous clothes you are 
rearing." He was wearing a wine coloured saya (long cloak) 

:-er his black sherwani with self-coloured Kashmiri embroidery 
m\ _ether's diamond buttons, and looked most elegant. Diana 
was wearing the same coloured outfit but Tambi's was better. 

•ve visited Ceylon before our departure for New York in 1952 
~ nd I met Tambi's family and relations who welcomed me warmly. 

They also said that Tambi and I looked alike and could pass 
for brother and sister. This was said by -sy people and Tambi's 
friends too. Visiting Ceylon was a wonderful experience. The 
beautiful emerald isle and its people and their hospitality 
remains an unforgetable memory. 

Then it was time to leave behind the beloved shelter of 
nome and my parents and depart for New York where Tambi wanted 

to establish himself as a writer, Bombay not being suitable for 
his talents. 
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We W6re g ° lns t0 one of th * toughest cities in the world 
Vith0Ut Soba and where J°ts were restricted for visitors and 
witn only six hundred dollars in our possession and without 
return tickets in case we failed in our endeavour. It needed 
■-reat courage for Tambi to attempt this. He was not alone and 
e to look after. I had le4 a very safe and sheltered 
life, was in poor health and had never been abroad before. So 
-amoi faced tremendous odds and our life in New York was a 
series of ups and downs dependent on whether an article sold or 


r flrst stopover was London where we were welcomed by 
otewart Scott, his wife Jacky, Tony Dickens, Laurance 
sthleen Raine and many others. We stayed fonr days and went 
to many parties and met people. Mr T.S. Elliot invited us for 
tea. He -urged me to encourage Tambi to keep on writing poetry 
s-.er said that I would hate the diesel fumes of New York. 
Lcrdon was very hectic - so many friends of Tambi's - and the 
nu.r.oer of parties we went to when I couldnt breathe with the 
windows closed and hemmed in by tall people towering over me 
with the room full 0 f liquor and cigarette smoke. One of Tambi’s 

friends presented me with a posy of violets and a glass of water 
■Mien cheered me up. 


te sailed for New York on Queen Elizabeth, the fastest and 
luxurious liner on the ocean. Because the purser from the 
-pnard line had given a letter recommending us to the Queen 
Elizabeth's purser, we were treated like V.I.P.s though we 
travelled Tourist class. The ships officers went out of their 
way to do things for us. The stewards came often and offered us 
ice cream and breakfast in bed and the dining room steward wantec 

t his**att e n t ior,' chlcken ourr y m ade for us! Tambi revelled in all 
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this attention, and we had a marvellous trip. 

We reached New York in November '52 during a dock strike. 
While going through Customs we were surprised to hear, "Tambi 
what the devil are you doing here?" It was Rex Nichols, an 
English friend of Tambi who had emigrated after the war. It was 
nice to meet a friend. One great advantage of Tambi's was that 
he knew so many people everywhere that one never felt alone. 

On our first day in New York we walked into a tavern on 3rd 
Avenue where television was on. After a drink or two Tambi asked 
me whether I wanted to watch TV as I had never watched it before. 
On hearing this the proprietor came to our table and said that I 
could watch it for as long as I liked. After some talk he said, 
"You are strangers here and this is your first day in New York. 
Today is Thanksgiving Day and I would like both of you to eat 
your turkey here as my guests." We protested but he insisted and 
~Rve us chicken soup, roast turkey with all its trimmings etc. 
and served us himself. As we left after thanking him, he observed, 
"I wanted you to have a happy recollection of your first day in 
nhe city and please come here whenever you like. I shall be 
zelighted to help you in any way I can. Its thirty years since 
I myself came here as a stranger." I always think of the 
proprietor with gratitude and our first day in New York will 
always stand out because of this incident which made us feel one 
with the Americans. 

We were £ound an apartment by Tambi's friends Mitch and 
Denise Goodman at 7 St. Marks Place where we first started house¬ 
keeping. I had to learn cooking, marketting etc. and Tambi 
helped. He wrote to my parents, "The breakfast she cooked and 


♦ 
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which we have just eaten is excellent. Percolated coffee, 
marmalade, eggs and some meat. I made the bed tea this morning 
and shall do so every morning. You will be surprised to hear that 
since I left Bombay I have been getting up at 6-7. The weather 
is exhilarating and there is so much to do." 

After a fortnight we shifted to Stella Erskine’s as paying 

guests. Stella was very kind and we were on very friendly terms. 

Some months later we moved to a large railroad apartment on 338 

East 8*?th Street where we stayed till my departure for Bombay in 

1998. Tambi wrote from Stella’s. "Yesterday we went to the 

Poetry Centre where I am due to lecture. I feel in good company 

at this Centre since the others billed to appear are W.H. Auden, 

Mary McCarthy, Edith and Sir Osbert Sitwell, Elizabeth Bowen, 

Louis McLeice, Aldous Huxley, Charles Laughton and Dylan Thomas. 

My future in America largely depends on this first lecture and 

am thinking up something good. My literary agent has been very 
*■) 

bus^ and fixed up various writing and lecturing assignments of 
wwhich more plater. Stella loves looking after people and the 
weekly rate of 25 dollars she charges us for board and lodging is 
unique but all the same we want a place of our own." 

New York was strange and bewildering. I did not like the 
city or think it beautiful till I was taken round by Jack Barker, 
an old friend of Tambi to Straten Island and other interesting 
daces and got the feel of the city. The city looked stark and 
forbidding and the people tense and keyed up though hospitable 
and kind. I found the Americans somewhat aggressive and assertive 
but on the other hand I admired them for their zest for living, 
their capacity for enjoyment, and hard work, their enterprising 
spirit, their warmth and friendliness and their direct approach 
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to people. Most of the food came in paper containers or tins. 

My first cooking attempts were with a letter propped up in front 
of me with recepies from home. When we had guests for dinner, they 
often found us in the kitchen busily cooking. The guests occasio¬ 
nally lent a hand and helped with the washing up. Americans are 
generally good cooks and enjoy new dishes so that our Indian food 
was a terrific success with them. In fact the necessities of 
life cost so much that there was little left over for luxuries 
which were comparatively cheap. Americans accepted us without any 
reservations and I found being an Indian was an advantage as 
everybody made so much of them. My saris and Tambi's sherwanis 
which he habitually wore in preference to western clothes were 
everywhere commented on and admired. 

We were lucky to have a delightful English couple Claude and 
Luki Mieville and their two childred Claudia and Dominic as our 
neighbours. It was through them that we got the apartment at 338 
East 87th Street. Tt happened this way. When Tambi rang up the 
number given to inquire about the apartment and gave his name, 
Claude at the other end immediately said, "What, are you Tambimuttu 
of Poetry London? Why^ I have two of your magazines here. Come 
straight away." When Tambi delayed going, Luki rang up and said, 
"Hurry, the whisky is boiling over."! With such a beginning it 
did not take long to become friends and soon we were running in 
and out of each others apartments and spending a lot of time 
together. Luki used to bring Claudia and Dominic aged five and two 
to our place in the mornings'and Claudia used to tell Tambi, "I've 
brought you your tribute, Tambi. You wont boil me in oil now, . 
will you?" She used to bring all sorts of gifts for Tambi which 
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we returned when she was not looking. This was a ritual that both 
enjoyed very much and it amused us all. Rosy-cheeked little 
Dominic was very attached to Tambi and Mked to follow him about 
with his bright dark eyes. Luki introduced me to the Grand Union 
on 86th Street, an enormous food shop with branches all over the 
city. Claude and Tambi got on very well and they were terrific 
at parties, each stimulating the other. For me, Claude and Luki 
were family and it was wonderful to have them next door. They 
left New York in 1953 which was a ,:reat loss to us. 

Soon after our arrival Frances* Stellof of the Gotham Bookmart 
threw a party for Tambi to which about one hundred and fifty Deople 
were invited. Arther Lall, Rejeshwar Dayal, among the Indians, my 
cousin Akbar Tyabji, his dynamic mother Maryam and wife Suraiyya 
from the Pakistan Embassy and prominent writers, poets and critics. 

On February 18 1953 Tambi gave a lecture at the Poetry Centre 
on Modern Poetry - a tape of which is kept at Mt. Allison University, 
Canada - and on 24 February '53 at New York University on 'Modern 
Trends in English Verse*. 

We settled down to life on 338 East 87th Street in Manhatten, 
where we had a large rambling apartment, each room leading to the 
other whithout any corridors, and with a back and front door. The 
front room was our sitting-room with -divans and cushions in the 
Indian style and with colourful mirrored hangings on the walls. 

It looked very unusual and attractive and was the venue of many a 
party or gathering where laughter and brilliant conversation 
predominated. The front room led to a smaller one with a bed inxitx 
and bookshelves, and a wall cupboard. This led to another room with 
another bed, chests with drawers, followed by one furnished as a 
dining room leading to a tiny room with closets and finally to a big 
airy kitchen where often Tambi used to do his writing. 
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xambi worked hard but we also went out a lot, sometimes 
spending weekends with various friends and meeting innumerable 
people. It was,unusual to have visitors from England and other 
parts of the State dropping in to see Tambi which resulted in many 
annimated and interesting discussions over glasses of beer or 
whiskey. 

Tambi had many friends like Robert Payne, Detti'e Johnson Sykes, 
Jack Barker, Willard Rosevelt, Julius & Lois Hertwitz, Elsa du Br^n, 
Patrio Farrell, Amy and Maurice Green, Sushila and Rejeshwar Dayal, 
J eg prison, Stemos, Bob Price, Arthar Greger, Yehudi and Diana 
Menuhin and many others. Rohini Coomara, the cellist, daughter of 
Ananda Cooraswamy was a particular friend. Tambi called her his 
-American cousin since he was related to her father. My cousins 
.-.kbar and Suraiyya Tyabji and my auncf Maryam were in New York and 
we often spent weekends with them. Apart from these people we had 
a xarge clrcle of acquaintances who invited us to various functions 
end for weekends. Many people who had heard of Tambi contacted us 
and asked us over. Tambi had the knack of making friends quickly 
keeping them, although there were tho -s e who did not take to him. 
x managed to keep on good terms with such people so that we remained 
endiy with all. His colourful and dynamic personality blended 

we^x with mine and we made a good team and were generally liked as 
2 couple. 

I had been rather apprehensive how I would fit in with Tambi's 

imends since I had no literary pretensions, but all his friends 

vent out of their way to be nice to me and I soon looked on them 

as much my friends as his. 

) — 

-ambi was a genius'which meant that at times he was difficult 
mve with but on the other hand he was withoug guile and had the 
innocence of a child and was altogether very lovable as a person. I 
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rouM u -rery stimulating to deal with a mind as alert and brilliant

He had no money sense whatever, but fortunately he let me take 
cnarge of the finances and we managed to survive. We led a 
precarious existence depending on Tambi's earnings as a writer. In 
1953 I had a part time job with the Indian Delegation and this 
helped to tide us over. Sometimes I had to pawn my jewellery to 
pa> the rent or ouy food but as soon as Tambi's article sold, my 
jewellery was redeemed and returned to me. 

Tambi was not a journalist but a creative writer so it was 
.ore difficult for him to find the right publisher. Creative 


writing needs a certain amount of security and it was difficult for 
Tambi to function in this hand-to-mouth existence and I was completely 
unused to it. My role was to be the sheet anchor and keep the home 
:ires burning. He was very protective towards me and looked after 
well as he could. Often when we went to a cocktail party or 
ainner and the hosts urged us to stay on till late, Tambi would 
embaress me by telling them, "We will stay if you will give Safia 


something to eat at 12 or so as otherwise she will wilt away." 

Tor some strange reason neither of us called each other/ by 
our given names. My family had a pet name for me but Tambi seldom 
osed it. He called me "Monkey" and I called him "Gundu’L wMeiTm^tns 
rascal: He used to sign Gundu to most of his letters to me. 

953 to 1956 was when Tambi did most of his writing. The 
eporter Magazine published the following articles and short stories 
-r.cle G^meni and the British (’53), Blizan (-54), The Tree Climber 
,*55), and Greatgrandfather and the Demons. The Pomegranate Tree 
w== published in the New Yorker in December 1954. All the short 
:ries were based in Atchu'aly, Cejtlon, around his childhood years. 
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Houghen Mefflin were going to publish these short stories entitled 
'A Handful of Red Earth’ as a book at the -Eopth Club, but alas 
Tambi stopped writing short stories in 1957 when he restarted 
publishing Poetry London, New York and the book never came out. 

His short stories were very evocative and poetical. I feel 
it a great tragedy that he gave up writing and re-entered the 
publishing world where he had to flind sponsers to put up them 
money for each issue of the magazine. This letter from Tambi to 
my parents shows how seriously he took his short stories: 

"This is to let you know the good news that my collection of short 
stories - I have only five for the moment and must produce seven 
more - will be hKExghtxs bought next week by Houghton Mifflin. They 
are among the oldest established publishers and are really distinguished 
The editor who came to see me was full of emotion over my short 
stories and called them great. When I protested that I was only a 
beginner and pointed out the flaws in all the five stories - that 
they lacked good characterization, that POMEGRANATE TREE was too 
slick, THE TREE CLIMBER a bit out of focus, that in fact they yet 
lacked the literary quality I so admired in for instance Eudora 
Weltry, she buBst out my stories were twice as good, and they all 
had a point, whereas Eudora Weltry's last long story for the New 
Yorker called THE PONDER HEART had not. Of course I dont agree. I 
think Eudora Weltry a really master story teller and to write like 
her will takejri me some more time. I hope the other seven stories I 
write for the book will show a definite advance over the five I have 
now finally retained for the first collection, which incidentally is 
called A HANDFULL OF RED EARTH - after the red earth of my village in 
Ceyon - and that when I have finished the book I shall at last have 
learnt how to control my medium to better purpose." 
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It was during this time that Peter and Edna Bellison of Peter 
Pauper Press published India#' Love Poems, edited and translated in 
part by Tambi. The book is very popular in India and has been 
reorinted several times. Recently Tambi had India* Love Poems 
published in London in a very lush edition with illustrations by 
John Piper. Tambi ghost wrote a book on Yoga and was Guest Editor 
of the Poetry Section of the Indian Number of Poetry Chicago, and 
also of the Indian supplement brought out by Atlantic Monthly. 

In 1955 Professor R Archibald of Brown University wrote an 
account of Tambi in his "Bulletin". Professor Archibald and Tambi 
had corresponded frequently and after the "Bulletin" was published, 
Professor Archibald invited us on behalf of Brown University to 
stay at Gardner House - a very exclusive and historic mansion where 
very select guests are invited to stay. Our visit to Brown University 
was very instructive and pleasurable. Professor Archibald was a 
rare person, a noted mathematician and a lover of T rv1ian poetry, 
and yet so simple and modest in his demeanour. He impressed us 
both as one of the finest persons we had met. He expressed a desire 
that Tambi should start publishing again and oddly enough on our 
return to New York Tambi was eonsulted by a student from Columbia 
University who told us that his professor had said that Tambi knew 
more about modern poetry than anybody else and that he hoped Tambi 
would si_art publishing again. This reawoke Tambi*s desire to start 
a new poetry magazine in New York. Many people encouraged him in 
this venture. I was against it as I foresaw the difficulties it 
would create but Tambi went ahead with the scheme. 

Starting a new magazine meant not only that Tambi had to start 
from scratch but also that he had to find sponsors to finance the 
magazine. It was a thankless task. Each number of the magazine 
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needei a sponsor to put up the money for the publication and apart 
from the editorial work, Tambi had to find such sponsors. All were 
not like Willard who said over the phone, "Dont insult me by telling 
me who you are. How much do you want?" 

The tremendous strain this^ put on Tambi made him drink heavily 
until gradually it prevented him from functioning effectively. 

Poetry London New York No. 1 came out, followed by Nos. 2, 3, 4 & 5 
at long intervals and by this time Tambi had become an uncontrolled 
drinker. This labour of love broke his health and nearly killed him. 
Once he started publishing he would not give it up no matter what 
the odds until he could not carry on any longer. This was something 
I could not cope with at all. 

In 1956 I returned to Bombay to spend some time v/ith my aged 
parents and returned later in the year. By this time Tambi was in 
a bad way and I joined the A1 Amgn Group which helped me somewhat. 
This was a terrible time for both of us - and there seemed no way 
out of this nightmare. 

In 1957 my health broke down and after operation and treatment 
at New York Hospital I left New York for India in May 1958. Tambi 
could not cope with the responsibilities of marriage and wished to 
be free so six months after I returned to Bombay we got divorced. 

All the same we kept in touch with each other and exchanged letters. 

On my return to India I led a quiet but interesting life. 

After twenty years I visited London and met Tambi again. He came 
to the airport and gave me a red rose that he had grown on his 
balcony. I was very moved. In the car he asked me to sing a song

he remembered. He looked very ill. I was six w ee - kc. in London and 
saw a lot of him during this time. 

After two years or so I invited Tambi to visit India and he

ca~e with his American daughter Shakuntala Safia Tambimuttu, who 
was - as £ = fia after me. I was her godmother and she treated me 
like a ss::r.: :oaher, and we both became very fond of each other. 
Tambi ar.d Shakuntala did a lot of travelling in India and Tambi met 
a number of writers, ooets and painters. He met the Prime Minister 
Mrs Indira Z-ar.ir.i who encouraged him in his activities and he was 
given a gran": to establish an Arts Council of India and Ceylon to 
help promote cultural activities between the two countries and 
England. He was full of ideas when he returned bafck to England 
and intended returning soon to start cultural movements on a big 
scale. He was in a very creative period of his life but a few 
days before he could start for India, he fell down and fatally 
injured himself.

X was so delighted to receive your recent letter and thank 
you very much for writing to me. Xswas rather worried about 
you as I had not heard from you for so long, and delighted 
to hear that you were alright, although sorry of course that 
you had been ill and hampered in your writing. These things 
always seem to come along at the worst possible time. 

It is strange that you should have written to me at this time, 
because I am at present having the week off work specifically 
to work on the Festschrift for Tambi, It is going to be a 
wonderful book when it is complete, and already I have about 
three-quarters of the contributions, as well as some magnif¬ 
icent artwork including illustrations to poems, which dear 
Tambi himself delighted in and evoked to such great success 
and acclaim. Ve are at present preparing a prospectus to 
circulate to publishers, and feel sure that it will be a verjr 
prestigious and tempting proposition for the right publisher. 

We are planning that it should first come out in a beautiful 
limited edition, to do justice to it, and then a chepptrr 
edition for wider circulation. 

I am delighted that you are preparing something. I am really 
trying this week to concentrate and move the Festschrift to 
the stage of presenting to a publisher, but there is still 
time for your contribution ad I am waiting for a few other®. 

Do you think you will be able to complete your contribution 
in a few weeks, perhaps five or six weeks? Do let me know* 
Obviously, it should not be too long as there are so many 
contributors, but yours is a vital one and will be given 
prominence, and I want you to be able to be happy with it. 

I wrote to Nissim Lxekiel for a contribution, hopefully either 
a poem or prose piece. I have not heard from him and feel very 
disappointed. I know he knew Tambi quite well, but maybe I 
was given the wrong address for him - 'The Retreat', Bellasis 
Road, Bombay 8 BC. This volume of tribute to Tambi, dear 
Safia, will be a unique, beautiful thing only produced once, 
and that is why it is so important to have all the most 
important contributions so that it will as far as is possible 
represent Tambi's wonderful life in all its colours and 
aspects, and I am particularly keen to have contributions 
from India. Is there any chance you can persaade Nissim 
Ezekiel to send me something? My intuition tells me that it 
would be a shame not to have something from. I would be so 
very grateful if you could try this for me. 

By the way, please note my new address above, I moved last 
November to North London and it -was a real trauma at the time, 
with all sorts of complications, which did not help me in my 
working life. However, I am well settled here nfcwthHdmhmvnt 
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also landed myself a nice permanent job after 18 months ‘temping'. 
It is working for the Managing Editor of Methuen, an old estab¬ 
lished publishers - so back to publishing again, where I feel 
at home - it simply keeps drawing me'back! Also, I have now 
managed to move all Tambi’s archives to my flat - which really 
was a great relief, to get them out of storage. At last I am 
able to work on them in my own time, but due to all the pressures 
in my life, there is still an enormous amount of sorting to do, 
Shakuntala is also much happier that they are with me, and she 
fiends you her love#

Lear Safia 

Many thanks for all your letters, and please accept my sincere 
apologies for not writing sooner. Life is so terribly pressured 
for me, with the Indian Arts Council and the Festschrift, and 
all too often I am afraid I put a letter aside to answer in a 
few days, and then the time stretches and stretches! I have 
so very many letters to write, and 1 am trying now to answer 
letters as and when they come inj* But with a full-time job 
(at Methue^i, the publishers), and then the occasionally bout 
of ’flu \fhtdi does all too frequently go round in London, some¬ 
times this verimpossible. I do hope you will forgive me, 

I have indeed received safely your revised version of your 
very interesting piece for Tambi’s book. Thank you so much 
for all the other things you sent me, the Mount Allison 
piece which I am delighted to have as it is full of very useful 
information and I know will always be a good source of reference, 
the filmscript version of the Gita Saraswati, and the ’Debonair 
Magazine' article. Also for the two photographs of you in Kihimi 
It does look an idyllic place and I would love to visit you there 
some time, 

XheaBestschrift for Tambi is quickly nearing completion, I have 
now put all fhe contributions in a preliminary order and we are 
about to put^into final shape to be seen by publishers. We have 
tried Faber’s and Chatto & Windus, but no luck. However, I was 
not too disappointed about this as I do feel that a smaller 
publisher, who will be excited and enthusiastic aboutj^and be 
able to treat it as a special project and give it the attention 
it deserves, would be best. It needs a publisher who will see 
it as a great opportunity for themselves in terms of prestige, 
hn<fl who will also have the experience and expertise to take full 
advantage of its very considerable potential for promotion and 
publicity, as I am sure great interest in Tambi's book could be 
generated in all forms of the media, I feel sure we will find 
the right publish r soon, though - I know it in my heart of 
hearts! So keep your fingers crossed for us! 

I have now written to Claude and apologised to him for not being 
in touch with him for so long. He, too, has written a piece 
about the *railroad apartment’ days which will complimoht yours. 

I am afraid I did go through a period of about a year when some¬ 
thing else in my life, which was causing a lot of stress, did 
overshadow everything else, and it was during that tame that 
I lost touch with one or two people. It was so depressing, 
and the more guilty I felt about not being in touch with people 
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the harder it was to write anything - a vicious circle of course. 

It was a real tunnel, but I am way past the other side of that 
now, and much wiser and spiritually stronger. I am sure it was 
all meant to be so that I should learn and grow inwardly in 
wisdom and strength. So many things are much clearer to me 
now, and I am truly grateful for all I have learned throughout 

period, and go on learning. Life has not been easy because 
as I know you will understand, there have been many people who 
have tried to interfere and 'get a finger in the pie' - unfort¬ 
unately Tambi was always surrounded by such people as you know, 

^ have had to learn to use all my tact and diplomacy to 
maintain my independence of judgement - the literary world of 
London is so full of 'literary politics' and intrigue! But I 
think I know how to handle it all now - the real key is to keep 
my own counsel and not let on too much! 

You asked for Shakuntala's address I think in one of your 

letters. Shelleft College and was working in New York for a

went to one of his readings, at the Jewish Centre in North 

London, and took one of my friends from the Indian Arts Council, 

I enjoyed this very much and was impressed by the variety of 
his poetry. It was very fefreshing to hear the humorous poems - 
they really were very funny, and such a change from the typical 
English poetry reading which can often be lugubrious! I aet 
Nissim one evening for a meal and a chat which was very pleasant 
and he was very taken by the little Italian place I took him to - 
Dino's in Gloucester Hoad (do you remember it?). He really 
liked the atmosphere very much and I was so glad. It was really 
good to meet him, as I know he is an old friend of Tambi's. 

Safia, I was particularly grateful to you for sending me the 
'Filmscript'version of Tambi's Gita Saraswati. However, sadly, 
this version is not the right one, which Tambi said was bad. 

I know it is confusing because they both look similar, but there 
are too distinct versions. Tambi had a very wonderful mind and 
was very spiritually realised, and in this one sacred and beau¬ 
tiful prose poem he encapsulated hisckikon&edpf and love of 

the Absolute in the form of Saraswati, the Indian goddess of 
knowledge and learning, and it is sacred. The tape I have of 
Tambi reciting is not complete, and repeats itself and there 
are quite significant discrepancies between this and the fea&l 
version. Tambi entrusted me with the care of his writings 
and their publication, and he knew I would do it with integrity 
to do him the finest justice. Because it is sacred, it would be 
a terrible thing if I could not have a copy in my care for it 
to appear in the finest way and at the right time. It would not 
only be a wrong to Tambi, but the world of the spirit too. 
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Do you remember the time 4hen I showed you this at Cornwall 
Gardens and I said to you, "This is the proper version" and 
you borrowed the file and said you would copy it all? I know 
that you have a copy of the proper version, Safia, and if you 
will send me this,sacred piece, nothing else would compare with 
this, and it would be the finest thing you could do for Tambi, 
and not only Tambi, but the world of spiritual creative energy 
itself. You would be my dear friend for life and I would not 
be able to thank you enough. This is no exaggeration, because 
it breaks my heart when I think that I am not able to cake fore 
of and produce at the right time for him the sacred prose poem 
into which he poured all his heart and soul and knowledge* 

Will you please do this for me, Saf44#? I look forward to 
hearing from you, and really would be so grateful.

Dear Safia 

Thank you so much for your two letters, and the enclosures with 
your second letter. I am extremely grateful to you for the 
information you sent me about the Tambi material you have in 
such detail. It is an enormous help to me to have this list of 
the material you have. I must apologise again for the long delay 
in replying to your letter, but I have been really snowed under 
with so much work to do as well,as doing a full time job. 

I organized with a Tamil friend of Tambi's a Memorial Concert in 
his honour at the Bharatiya Vidya Bhavan in West Kensington where 
the Jindu Memorial Tribute to Tambi took place. It was Sivasambu's 
idea, to get Rohan de Sarara the great cellist and Vipuli the Kandyan 
dancer together, and the Concert was a great success. Rohan and 
Vipuli created a unique item together with Rohan playing the 
Kandyan Drum. Of course Rohan also gave a brilliant recital on 
the cello which thrilled the whole audience. Paulinus, Chrysanthus 
and Tambi's niece Tamara sang two of Tambi's songs really beautifull 
and it was very moving. They had practised well and harmonised 
beautifully and it was wonderful and Tambi would have been very 
°ud — the talent of tne family v/as really well displaj r ed in 
this item. David Gascoyne and Francis Scarfe gave readings, and 
we had a wonderful performance of Bharata Natyam by a Tamil dancer. 

I am enclosing the programme for the Concert/ It is full of 
typographical errors, I am afraid, as it was all done by the 
o..aVc.n at tne last minute. I a.m a 1 raid they were not very 
efficient at getting out the publicity material on time, but 
our hard work paid off as there must have beer, at least 3C0 people 
there from both the Sri Lankan and Indian communities as well as 
many of Tambi's friends. 

Tambi.had pleaded with me to be the Secretary of his Indian Arts 
Council, but I had been holding back, and after his death I pledged 
myself to it. I got the Committee together and gradually we 
progressed and now things are developing quite well. VJe have a 
new Cnairman, ualraj Khanna, who is a successful Indian artist and 
is just the person we need he is very good for us as he has many 
good contacts and spurs us on to get things done. I am the 
Secretary of the IAC in the UK and we are hoping that soon v;e 
will be registered as a Cha ritable Trust. I am enclosing our 
first Newsletter w r hich already now needs to be undated. 

Plans for the Festschrift for Tambi are going very well and already 
we have promises of contributions from a wide spectrum of Tambi's 
friends. I do hope, Safia, that you will -write something for the 
Festschrift. We are hoping to gather in most of the material by 
the end of July, but of course would give you more time if needed, 
as a contribution from you would be so important. We are hoping 
that it will be published on August 15 next year which would have 
been Tambi's 70th birthday and will soon be approaching publishers - 
we want to try to get one of the big established publishers if we 
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can, and for it to be published in both a limited edition and a 
general edition. I am enclosing the formal letter of invitation. 
Please let me know if you will write something - I think it would 
be a vital contribution to the Festschrift. I am also very keen 
to get a contribution from Nissim Ezekiel. I am enclosing a 
letter for him, and would be most grateful if you could forward 
it on to him, as I have heard he travels around India quite a bit. 
Shakuntala gave me the addresses of quite a few people in India 
to invite to contribute to the Festschrift, but if you have any 
suggestions yourself do let me know. 

It was so good of you Safia to copy the Gita Sarasvati for me. 

I am particularly grateful for this. However, there was a shorter 
version, which was more condensed and was Tambi's final version 
of which he was very proud and I am desperate to locate a copy 
of this. It is the most important of all his writings and vital 
for his memory and his influence that have a copy as his Literary 
Executor for the work he left me to do, so that one day it can be 
brought into the light as the finest and most beautiful thing he 
ever wrote. Is there any chance that there might still be the 
shorter version amongst your '-apers? If not, I will have to 
continue mg' - search somehow. It is such a tragedy that I do not 
have this. 

Safia, I have a tape of the last evening I spent with Tambi when 
we went to see a sacred play by the Sri Chinmoy group with whom 
Tambi became very friendly not long before his death. Sri Chinmoy 
lives in New York and Tambi loved his poetry and believed he v/as 
an avatar, which coming from Tambi was a tremendous tribute for 
as you know Tambi rarely ever paid anyone such compliments as that. 
On that evening, after the play, Tambi was asked to make a speech 
and he did it very well - it was really his last statement as it 
were. I am going to have copies made of this tape as soon as I 
can and will send you one. It may take a little time as I am so 
overwhelmed with work, but I very nuchwnt to send you this. 

A video tape was made of the Memorial Concert to Tambi on 17 March 
and I also have a separate sound, recording, which of course includes 
the two songs of Tambi's which were sung by Paulinus, Chrys and 
Tamara - I don't think they sang "I'll Still be Feeling Blue", 
but two other songs, "Colombo Moon", and "Varsity Girl", and this 
also I will send you when I can get it put on a cassette. 

There are some things on your list, Safia, which I would be very 
indebted to you if you could send me photocopies of them. I know 
it's a bore having things photocopied, but I would be absolutely 
delighted to have photocopies of the following for the complete 
archive of Tambi's life and work if it is not too much trouble: 

a) Copy of Mount Allison Bulletin sketch on Tambi. 

b) Copies of the cuttings and articles written by Tambi in the 
Ceylon and Indian newspapers. 

c) The Time Magazine article about you both. 

d) Copy of the piece on T a mbi from The Literature of England. 

e) The Kataraj booklet, and the other early PL boo..lets. 

I realise this is quite a lot, but I would be thrilled to receive 
them, as they would be a highly significant contribution from you 
to the archives and I would be so very grateful. 
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Finally, dear Safia, do let me know as soon as you are decided 
upon visiting England,

Thank you so much for sending me your contribution for the 
Festschrift for Tambi. X was delighted with it and it will 
be one of the most important contributions of all, and bio¬ 
graphically very significant. One of the most interesting 
things I found it was how you described the period when Tambi 
was doing his own writing and how well it was developing, until 
someone persuaded him to start the magazine again, with all the 
stress that came with it. However, perhaps it was destiny, and 
Tambi was meant to move on with his work, but of course that 
transition broke him emotionally, and with it of course the 
happy years you and he spent together, and X don’t think he 
was ever really happy again. He did write that wonderful 
editorial in PL/NY No. 4 into which he incorporated his whole 
philosophy of poetry, and through the years of hardship X think 
he developed his spiritual and philesophical thinking. It was 
•karma', that very mysterious thing which shapes our lives and 
destiny. 

There is still time for you to edit your piece if you wish, as 
although the Festschrift is nearing completion now, I am myself 
about to settle down to writing an introduction to tie this 
wonderful volume of treasures for Tambi into a woven garland. 

I think your piece reads very well and interestingly, except 
for the last few pages as you say, which interrupt the flow 
by switching back in time, and you may want to tighten up the 
rest a little, but I really like it as it is, and that is up 
to you - I hope you don't alter it very much! 

You will be pleased to know that the Indian Arts Council which 
Tambi founded has made great progress, and we now have permanent 
premises in London, in Marchmont Street, one of the first streets 
Tambi lived in when he first came to London in 1938! It will be 
run as an art gallery and looks absolutely beautiful since it 
has been completely refurbished, and Tambi would have been very 
proud. Ve are working hard on the literary side, which of course 
meant most to Tambi, but that is harder to develop and will take 
time as Tambi had very ambitious plans! We are h 

I am wonderfling, Safia, whether you will be able to give me some 
help. I am wondering whether yfiuifcomldnot too much trouble you 
could send me a copy of the sketch on Tambi by Professor R.C.A. 
(as you wrote in your list sent to me some time ago) which 
appeared in Bulletin (April 1955) by Mount Allison University. 

I am anxious to collect articles on Tambi, and if it is good then 
it might be nice to include it in the Festschrift. If you could 
find time to do this for me I really would be very grateful. 
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Also, I have found a copy of Tambi’s ’Gita Saraswati•, but I 
am anxious to be sure that it is the correct version. I could 
probably try and take it down from one of the tapes of Tambi 
reciting it, but naturally this would be a laborious process} 

We would like to include this in the Festschrift. For Tambi's 
sake, and the sake of his writing, I really need your help in 
establishing the correct version, and I would be very grateful 
if you could send me a photocopy of the copy you had made when 
you were in London, so that I can compare it with what X have. 
It contains Tambi’s Hindu philosophy, and knowing how much 
Tambi’s writing means to you, as well as me, I know you will 
wish to help me in this, for his sake. If you can give me 
this extra help it will be a most Important contribution to 
Tambi’s memory and his work, and I know Shakuntala would also 
be very grateful. Your help would of course be acknowledged 
-in the Festschrift, as will all those who have helped and 
encouraged me during the past jrhaee years, which have, although 
greatly rewarding at times, have been very tough. 

One hard lesson I have learned during this time, Safia, is 
that there are very f ew people I can trust - the literary and 
arts world is full of opportunists. Tambi seemed to ride above 
it all with his wonderful qualities, although at times people 
bexrayed him and let him down, but the way I have learned to 
cope with it is just to tread carefully with people and be 
protective of Tambi's legacy, and just take one step at a 
time. Shakuntala and yourself are two that I can tpnust regard¬ 
ing Tambi, and one or two close friends. Hie rest I maintain 
good relations with and use my diplomacy, although of course 
I have built up many contacts with people who have been very 
helpful, especially amongst Tambi's friends, many of whom 
loved him very much and all of whom admired him. I am so 
deeply grateful to Tambi for all he taught me, and the great 
blessing he has given me by giving me this responsibility as 
his literary executor, through which I have already learned 
so much, and through the hard work, and sometimes loneliness, 
have reapedd such blessings spiritually, looking forward to 
the completion of each tawk or project, which keeps me going. 

I hope you are in good health, Safia, and that all is well 
with you. Kihim sounds idyllic. I hope very much that I will 
be able to visit India in the not too distant future, and 
perhaps even come to Bombay and see you, if I may.
